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Political parties have united to 
oppose a plan to remove one of 
Epsom’s fire engines amid fears it 
could cost lives and homes. 

Surrey Fire and Rescue Service 
has launched a consultation on re¬ 
deploying its teams after West Sus¬ 
sex Fire Service decided it will pull 
a fire engine out of Horley in 
April. 

It wants to redistribute services 
more equally in Surrey and “cre¬ 
ate a chain of single-fire-engine 
stations through Epsom and 
Ewell, and Reigate and Banstead”, 
by redeploying one of the two fire 
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engines at Epsom and at Reigate. 

The engine from Epsom, the 
most densely populated part of the 
county, would be relocated to 
Burgh Heath by summer 2014. 

The proposal comes at a time 
when staffing cuts in Surrey have 
already had a significant impact 
on the availability of engines. 

Although the average time 
it takes for a first fire engine to 
attend an incident in Epsom would 
increase by a minute to just over 


six minutes, the time for a second 
engine to arrrive would nearly 
double - from just over six min¬ 
utes to almost 12 minutes. 

An Epsom fire officer, who did 
not want to be named, explained 
why this is so dangerous: “With 
most fires you can’t start attacking 
them until you’ve got nine fire¬ 
fighters, which is two fire engines. 

“Under the changes, they will 
run two properties with two stand¬ 
alone appliances, which is detri¬ 
mental to cover, training and 
staffing levels. 

“Epsom and Ewell is the most 


densely populated borough in Sur¬ 
rey, it contains about 10 per cent of 
its whole population. 

“Having a fire engine in Burgh 
Heath would serve 20,000 to 30,000 
people, whereas both engines in 
Epsom currently serve 75,000. This 
would mean one under-used en¬ 
gine and one over-used.” 

But Surrey County Council’s 
(SCC) cabinet member for commu¬ 
nity services Kay Hammond de¬ 
fended the plan, insisting it would 
provide faster responses overall.

She said: “Opening stations 
in Salfords and Burgh Heath 
would create a chain of fire en¬ 
gines that would be able to pro¬ 
vide cover faster. 

“By investing in these sta¬ 
tions, we would be investing in 
people’s safety.” 

At a meeting of Epsom and 
Ewell Council in December, 
Liberal Democrat Councillor 
Julie Morris raised the plans 
as an urgent issue, with group 
leaders agreeing to coordinate 
a cross-party response to the 
consultation, before it closes 
on February 1. 

Coun Morris urged residents 
to respond to the consultation. 

Residents’ association Coun¬ 
cillor Neil Dallen said: “Surrey 
is trying to spread its re¬ 
sources equally, but it’s a ser¬ 
vice needed in Epsom. We 
should keep it as it is.” 

Labour Councillor Sheila 
Carlson said: “We are a densely 
populated borough, especially 
with all the new developments, 
there’s the potential for need¬ 
ing two fire engines.” 

Councillor Eber Kington, 
who is a borough and SCC 
councillor, said he would be 
voicing his concerns “very 
strongly” to SCC. 

He said: “This whole exercise 
has come about because a 


neighbour has taken a decision 
that affects us. We also need to 
know from the fire service that 
the increase in response times 
would not endanger life.” 

The proposal comes after fig¬ 
ures published in November 
revealed Surrey’s fire engines 
had been off the road 30,000 
times in the past four years as 
crew numbers in the county 
had been so significantly cut. 

Richard Jones, general secre¬ 
tary of the Fire Brigades 
Union (FBU), said: “Crewing 
levels have been cut from five 
to four firefighters in virtually 
all cases. 

“There simply aren’t enough 
firefighters in Surrey to crew 
the pumps with the bare mini¬ 
mum of four people, let alone 
the five we should have on 
every pump, as pledged by SCC 
in its 2011 public safety plan.” 

A rally is to be held outside 
Epsom fire station at 11am 
next Saturday, January 19, to 
show the strength of feeling 
against the loss of the fire 
engine.

Developers leave memorial 
garden with muddy tracks

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A memorial garden commemo¬ 
rating a historic water tower 
has been treated with “no re¬ 
spect” after being trampled by 
developers. 

Councillors Dan Stevens and 
Sheila Carlson were appalled 
to see that one side of the gar¬ 
den, situated within the Liv¬ 
ingstone Park development on 
the site of the old Horton hos¬ 
pital in Epsom, had been flat¬ 
tened after being driven over 
by heavy machinery. 

The garden marks the spot 
where the 12-storey water 
tower used to stand, which was 
removed last year after blight¬ 
ing the lives of residents. 

The garden contains a plaque 
displaying information about 
Horton Hospital, one of the 
mental institutions that was 
part of the Epsom Cluster, and 
the significance of the water 
tower - “a sign of the hospital’s 
self-sufficiency and and a local 
landmark for more than a 
century”. 

Coun Stevens said that, as 
part of remedial works to the 
Livingstone Park develop¬ 
ment, a number of wooden 
fences are being replaced by 
brick walls, but that work on 
the fence bordering the garden 
has caused “insensitive” 
damage. 

He said: “The garden is locat¬ 
ed where the Horton water 
tower used to be. 

“One of the conditions for its 
demolition was that there 
would be a monument put 
there to remember the water 


tower and a plaque to display 
some information about Hor¬ 
ton Hospital. 

“The work to replace the 
fences with walls has been 
going on for a while and we’ve 
known about it. 

“But the issue arises from the 
fact that the land is owned by 
London and Quadrant Hous¬ 
ing Association (L&Q) and I 
don’t know whether the com¬ 
pany who has paid for the work 
to be done, Persimmon Homes, 


knows this. 

“We have had complaints 
from residents that they have 
driven over areas of the garden 
space. 

“Horton Hospital has a sig¬ 
nificance for Epsom and Ewell 
and, as someone who had rela¬ 
tives who used to work in the 
hospital, it seems insensitive 
that a company has gone 
in and treated a community 
memorial garden with no 
respect.” 


L&Q was only made aware of 
the situation when it was con¬ 
tacted by the Epsom Guardian. 

A spokeswoman said: “L&Q 
has been made aware of the 
damage to the landscaped area 
near the memorial plaque and 
we will carry out an investiga¬ 
tion to resolve the damage as 
soon as possible.” 

Persimmon Homes was con¬ 
tacted for comment, but had 
not responded at the time of 
going to press.

Residents’ antisocial fears 
at homeless centre plans 


Plans to build a centre for 
homeless youngsters in Epsom 
have been slammed as “a cock¬ 
tail for disaster” by residents. 

Sanctuary Supported Living, 
a non-profit branch of housing 
provider Sanctuary Group, has 
submitted a planning applica¬ 
tion to Epsom and Ewell Coun¬ 
cil for a “ycmng persons’ 
support and accommodation 
facility” in East Street. 

The plans involve the demoli¬ 
tion of Shaftesbury House - of¬ 
fices which have been vacant 
since 2007 - and redevelopment 
of the site to create 45 single¬ 
person flats. Parking spaces, a 
private garden for residents 
and bicycle spaces would also 
be included. 

The centre would employ 12 
staff and provide temporary 
accommodation for people 
aged between 16 and 25 who 
are in the borough, but are 
homeless or in need of 
housing. 

They would be provided with 
training and support to enable 
them to secure future employ¬ 
ment opportunities. 

The centre would also 
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provide “facilities and services 
for the local community” - but 
many residents believe having 
a homeless shelter in the 
location would blight the 
neighbourhood. 

Fears range from increased 
antisocial behaviour, drug 
abuse and crime, noise at 
night, traffic and parking prob¬ 
lems and a drop in the value of 
homes. 

Although five parking spaces 
are included in the planning 
application, Anthony Duggin, 
of Middle Close, Epsom, said: 
“Parking in the area is at a pre¬ 
mium and the addition of 40 
new dwellings will create over¬ 
flow parking in the surround¬ 
ing streets.” 

Ciaran Fox, of East Street, 
said: “We are concerned about 
the noise level and the environ¬ 
mental impact. It will create 
further congestion in relation 
to car parking.” 

Claire Woods said: “We all 
work in the public sector and 
deal with units of this nature

which are fraught with issues 
and problems specifically in 
the evening and night - noise, 
others visiting, parking, anti¬ 
social behaviour, drug usage, 
excess use of alcohol, mess, lit¬ 
tering, criminal damage and 
general loitering outside. 

“The area is residential and 
business at the moment. It 
does not need this type of unit 
there in East Street.” 

Paul Packham said the devel¬ 
opment would be a “cocktail 
for disaster”. 


Another resident warned it 
would pose a safety risk for 
children attending nearby 
schools. 

But town councillor Neil 
Dallen said the development 
would be “really good news”. 

He said: “Wherever you put it 
you will get that response from 
someone on the doorstep, but 
we have to put it somewhere. 

“The residents I have heard 
from are not worried about 
what is being proposed, but the 
parking issues it might cause 
in that area. 

“The purpose is to take peo¬ 
ple who are going off the rails 
and give them help and sup¬ 
port for a year to 18 months 
and put them into a better, 
more independent position. It’s 
focusing on a group who are 
being ignored and being treat¬ 
ed badly by the government 
through the cuts.”

Grayling dismisses hyprocisy claim 
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This photograph of MP 
Chris Grayling helping 
open a private medical cen¬ 
tre has led to an accusation 
of hypocrisy. 

Mr Grayling has been urg¬ 
ing patients to ask their 
GPs to be treated at threat- 
end Epsom Hospital after 
revealing it has lost £14m of 
work to the private sector 
locally. 

But in November he was 
photographed helping to 
open the Clock House Al¬ 
liance Imaging Centre in 
Dorking Road, Epsom. 

The contradiction was 


highlighted by Janet Holah, 
chairwoman of the Mid Sur¬ 
rey local involvement net¬ 
work (Link). 

She said: “Whilst Mid Sur¬ 
rey Link is not averse to 
new imaging facilities open¬ 
ing, and not implying any 
criticism of the quality of 
this service since it does af¬ 
ford patients greater 
choice, we do find it some¬ 
what puzzling that the local 
council and MP should be 
giving Epsom Hospital’s 
competition such support. 

Mr Grayling said: “I will 
support any business in the 


area and I support patients. 
What’s important is that pa¬ 
tients have the choice to go 
to Epsom Hospital and it’s 
clear that doesn’t always 
happen. 

“I am always actively en¬ 
couraging Epsom Hospital’s 
consultants to take as much 
as their business back on to 
the Epsom Hospital site as 
they can. 

“That’s an important part 
of securing the future of 
Epsom Hospital and doesn’t 
mean that there should 
be no private facilities 
locally.” 
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Health chiefs announced they 
now want to shut two accident 
and emergency (A&E) and ma¬ 
ternity units in the region. 

The healthcare review Better 
Services Better Value (BSBV) 
programme board recom¬ 
mended on Wednesday, that 
two A&E and maternity de¬ 
partments out of those at St 
Helier, Epsom, Kingston or 
Croydon University Hospital 
should close. Services at St 
George’s are safe. 

Last year, before the collapse 
of Epsom’s merger with St Pe¬ 
ters, it was proposing to close 
just one of each, and following 
consultations and “scoring” 
process it was decided they 
would axe St Helier. 

Michael Bailey, consultant 
urologist and medical director 
for the BSBV programme, said 
after the meeting: “I would 
strongly emphasise that no de¬ 
cisions have been made yet. 

“These are clinical recom¬ 
mendations from local doctors 
and nurses only. Further work 
needs to be done to determine 
whether they would work in 
practice.” 

But Chris Grayling MP, who 
is leading the campaign to save 
Epsom Hospital, said of the 
recommendation: “If they are 
saying this is the number of 
A&E and maternity units we 
need before taking into 


account the needs of Surrey, it 
makes a mockery of the whole 
process. They are going much 
further than putting the cart 
before the horse.” 

BSBV, which has already cost 
taxpayers £2m, is carrying out 
the same review again but this 
time including Epsom Hospital 
in the process. 

Groups involved in the cam¬ 
paign to save Epsom Hospital 
are being encouraged to attend 
a key meeting next week where 
its role within the BSBV re¬ 
view is to be discussed. 

In a letter to constituents, Mr 
Grayling said the BSBV team 
are to hold a “scoring” meeting 
on the evening of January 15 - 
which he said he believes is the 
only meeting of its kind due to 
take place. 

But a BSBV spokesman de¬ 
nied that the meeting, to be 
held at Epsom Downs Race¬ 
course, will be a “scoring” 
meeting where any formal de¬ 
cision will be made, and said a 
series of consultations have al¬ 
ready been held by Surrey’s 
GPs in the area. 

The spokesman said: “A for¬ 
mal event is being held in 


Surrey for around 100 key 
stakeholders representing the 
community such as members 
of patient groups, local author¬ 
ities and the voluntary sector. 

“Their feedback will be 
shared with the clinicians lead¬ 
ing the programme before they 
make their final recommenda¬ 
tions. This is similar to what 
happened in south-west Lon¬ 
don boroughs this time last 
year.” 

Mr Grayling urged local 
groups to request to attend by 
emailing betterservices@sw 
london.nhs.uk. 

He said: “The BSBV in Lon¬ 
don has been talking about 
going to public consultation by 
the end of March. So for them 
to be in a position to have a 
strategy for the future of acute 
services in Epsom Hospital, 
they have two-and-a-half 
months to decide. I have had a 
letter from a group of Surrey 
GPs who said they are worried 
they are not having a say in the 
BSBV process. We need to put a 
shot across the bows of the 
BSBV in London so the project 
team does not treat Epsom 
Hospital as an after-thought.”

Care home warned after it 
failed watchdog inspection

A residential care home has 
been warned it must make ur¬ 
gent improvements after fail¬ 
ing eight out of nine key 
standards in an inspection. 

The Care Quality Commis¬ 
sion (CQC) has issued four 
warnings to La Luz Residential 
Home, in Tadworth High Street, 
following an unannounced in¬ 
spection in November. 

The CQC found while staff 
treated people with respect 
and involved them in their 
care, the home did not provide 
the care, treatment and sup¬ 
port residents needed and was 
not meeting safety standards, 
nor providing sufficient staff 
or suitable management. 

But the home’s manager of 
18 years, Angel Soto, strongly 
defended the care provided at 
La Luz, saying residents were 
treated “as part of our family”. 

The home is a converted do¬ 
mestic property that provides 
non-nursing care for up to 16 
people, including dementia 
sufferers. 

The specific issues identified 
by CQC inspectors included 
care plans not being regularly 
updated and staff not taking 
adequate steps to protect those 
living or working in the home 
from the risks associated with 
unsafe premises. 

Staff members had also not 
always undergone appropriate 
employment checks and ade¬ 
quate steps were not being 
taken to ensure there were

sufficient numbers of staff on 
duty to meet residents’ needs. 

Ian Biggs, deputy director of 
CQC in the south, said: “We 
check the national standards 
of quality and safety in care 
that the law says everyone 
should be able to expect. 
Providers have a duty to be 
compliant. 

“Care plans must be com¬ 
plete and up to date and people 
should be cared for by enough 
suitably qualified and trained 
staff to meet their needs. Our 
inspectors identified multiple 
failings at this home which re¬ 
quired immediate attention.” 

Mr Soto, 63, of Eastdean Av¬ 
enue, Epsom, said: “My staff 
and I treat our residents as 
part of our family. To us, they 
are mum and dad. 

“For those appalling com¬ 
ments to be made against our 
service is quite out of order. If 
we were that bad all the rela¬ 
tives would be concerned. 

“Our reputation is of a 
family environment and of 


good standards of care.” 


Inspectors returned to the 
home before Christmas and a 
report of their findings is ex¬ 
pected to be published soon. 

A CQC spokeswoman said: 
“If improvements are not 
made after a formal warning is 
issued, the CQC can take fur¬ 
ther action, including issuing 
fines and, as a last resort, sus¬ 
pending or cancelling the reg¬ 
istration of a service. This 
would mean a home was no 
longer legally allowed to oper¬ 
ate, but this is a last resort 
given the disruption this may 
cause to people living there.”

Two ginger cats who were 
abandoned just before Christ¬ 
mas have joined an army of 
moggies in need of homes. 

A staff member at B&Q in 
Leatherhead looked after the 
tomcats for a few days after he 
found them left in cat carriers 
outside the store the weekend 
before Christmas. 

The cats were then passed 
into the care of feline welfare 
charity Cats Protection and 
are being cared for in Surbiton 
by Sue Adams. 

She said: “They will make 
lovely pets, but they have been 
traumatised. 

“They have calmed down and 
are much better now.” 

Charity volunteer Rosemary 
Cook, who personally cares for 
25 cats at her home in Epsom 
Downs, said: “We are getting a 
lot of cats being abandoned. It 
is very sad. 

“I am sure it is to do with the 
current economic situation.” 

She said the growing number 
of cats may be due to more peo¬ 
ple being forced to move into 
rented accommodation or who 
have to travel to find work. 

She said: “We just do not 


have room. There are about 50 
cats on our waiting lists. 

“Our vet bills have been 
astronomical.” 

Ms Cook said she has been in 
rescue for more than 25 years 
looking after cats and finding 
new homes for them. 


She said: “As I gave up work 
and had more time, it kind of 
took over my life.” 

Joan Mulcaster, who runs 
Epsom Animal Rescue, praised 
Ms Cook for her efforts looking 
after cats dumped on her 
doorstep and elsewhere. 


She said: “She has turned her 
whole home over to helping 
pussies.”

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Hotel decision goes to High Court

A controversial decision to 
allow an exclusive golf 
course, luxury hotel and spa 
to be created on a historic es¬ 
tate is to reviewed by the 
High Court. 

Mole Valley District Coun¬ 
cil (MVDC) granted planning 
permission last May for the 
development of Cherkley 
Court, near Leatherhead, the 
former home of press baron 
Lord Beaverbrook. 

The £30m project that 
would create 200 jobs in¬ 
cludes an 18-hole golf course 
that is being co-designed by 
Tom Watson, one of the 
world’s top golfers. 

But the Cherkley Cam¬ 
paign, backed by the Cam¬ 
paign to Protect Rural 
England (CPRE), argues the 
project will blight a precious 
chalk grassland habitat and 
last month secured a judicial 
review at the High Court of 
the council’s decision. It is 
claiming that it went against 
the local plan and ecological 
surveys and water surveys 
should have been carried out. 

A council spokesman said 
the necessary environmental 
impact assessment had been 
carried out and it was plan¬ 
ning on “robustly refuting” 
the legal challenge. 

They said: “MVDC com¬ 
piled a response to the 


proceedings over the Christ¬ 
mas and new year period and 
it will be filed at the High 
Court in the next few days.” 

Tim Harrold, chairman of 
Cherkley Campaign, said: 
“We are confident that we 
have a strong case and that it 
is in the public interest to 
mount a legal challenge. 

“If this permission is al¬ 
lowed to stand it will set a 
dreadful precedent, not only 
in Mole Valley, but for the 


green belt as a whole, and on 
any protected landscape and 
ecologically sensitive site 
across the country.” 

Fellow campaigner, Kristi¬ 
na Kenworthy, said: “The de¬ 
cision was unlawfully made 
because it went against the 
local plan. 

“They should have done all 
the ecological surveys and 
water tests before they made 
the decision to change 
land use from agricultural 


to recreational.” 

Developer Longshot 

Cherkley Court insists the 
project will not only enhance 
the environment, but restore 
the estate to its former 
grandeur and create a “jewel 
in the crown of Mole Valley”. 

Ollie Vigors, one of the 
company directors said: “We 
are very aware of the sensi¬ 
tivity of the environment and 
we have gone out of our way 
to protect it. 


“We want to conserve, en¬ 
hance and preserve Cherkley 
Court to create a jewel in the 
crown of Mole Valley. 

“We want the place to be 
used. 

“We want to create some¬ 
thing really magnificent.” 

He criticised the campaign¬ 
ers who have pressed for a ju¬ 
dicial review: “We do believe 
there is a small minority of 
people who will stop at noth¬ 
ing to get our planning per¬ 
mission quashed with no 
grounds for doing so.” 

An earlier appeal against 
the decision to grant plan¬ 
ning permission in May was 
referred to the Secretary of 
State for Community, Eric 
Pickles, who in July decided 
there were no grounds to jus¬ 
tify calling in the application. 

The decision to grant plan¬ 
ning permission was then fi¬ 
nalised in September. 

Lord Beaverbrook, owner of 
the Express Newspaper 
Group and minister during 
both world wars, bought the 
property after a single view¬ 
ing in 1911. 

It is thought that Winston 
Churchill was given his own 
room because he spent so 
much time there. 

In 2010 the historic country 
house was closed to the pub¬ 
lic and was put up for sale 
after the Beaverbrook Foun¬ 
dation decided it could not be 
profitable.

Accountant jailed for 
£150k tax and Nl con

A crooked accountant has been 
jailed for defrauding his staff 
and fiddling VAT. 

Chartered accountant Peter 
Rose, 65, of Tadworth, was jailed 
for two years last month after 
pocketing tax and national in¬ 
surance contributions paid by 
staff. 

Rose ran Mayfair Associates 
(Surrey), which offers pensions 
advice, accountancy and book¬ 
keeping services, but used a re¬ 
dundant VAT number to invoice 
clients. 

He never paid £150,000 in VAT 
from customers and failed to 
pay £65,000 income tax and na¬ 
tional insurance on his own 
earnings. 

He also defrauded his staff 
over nine years by keeping 
£150,000 in national insurance 
and Pay As You Earn (PAYE) 
contributions, which he had de¬ 
ducted from their salaries.

John Pointing, assistant direc¬ 
tor for criminal investigation at 
HM Revenue and Customs, said: 


“Rose conned his clients and his 
own staff by persistently and de¬ 
liberately committing fraud. 

“He may have thought his pro¬ 
fessional skills made his crimes 
undetectable, but he was wrong. 

“HMRC is increasing its re¬ 
sources and efforts to track 
down and investigate tax fraud. 

“We will not hesitate to seek 
out these fraudsters - we owe it 
to the honest and law-abiding to 
do so.” 

HMRC officers arrested Rose 
in July 2012. 

Rose, who lives in the Hud¬ 
sons, Tadworth, was charged 
with mortgage fraud and of¬ 
fences contrary to the VAT Act 
1994 and Fraud Act 2006. 

He admitted the offences at 
Guildford Crown Court and was 
sentenced on December 18.

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MP lends his support 
to bridleway petition

A petition to prevent vehicles ac¬ 
cessing a historic bridleway used 
by horses and schoolchildren has 
been championed by MP Chris 
Grayling. 

Mr Grayling handed the petition 
to Epsom Council last month after 
it was signed by about 80 resi¬ 
dents, who want to protect the bri¬ 
dleway off Downs Road in Epsom. 

They are objecting to a backland 
development planning applica¬ 
tion that seeks to divide a garden 
and build a house, the access to 
which would be via the bridleway. 

Neighbour Gerald Frost said he 
was astonished that the applica¬ 
tion had got so far, despite putting 
a “unique local asset” at risk of 
destruction. 

He said: “There is a very strong 
feeling. 

“We can’t possibly see what will 
happen if a delivery van meets a 
horse going in the opposite direc¬ 
tion or where schoolchildren 
would go in that situation.” 

Mr Frost said the plans would 
seriously erode the character of 
the bridleway and make it far less 
safe. 

He said: “The fact Chris 
Grayling has thrown his weight 
behind the campaign to protect 
the character of the town is 


very encouraging.” 

Tina Mountain, chairwoman of 
Epsom and Ewell Conservative 
Association, said the Save Epsom 
group was supporting the resi¬ 
dents’ campaign. 

Ms Mountain said: “It’s such a 
pretty area it’s criminal they are 
trying to develop an area such as 
that. We are not against develop¬ 
ment but we are against ruining 
our beautiful conservation areas 
in Epsom.” 

A council spokesman said no 
date had yet been set for the 
application to be heard. 

He said: “Petitions can be a use¬ 
ful means for residents to express 


their views on planning applica¬ 
tions but should always state the 
specific reason or reasons for the 
objection or support. 

“I am unable to comment on this 
specific application at this time as 
this will be determined by the 
normal planning process.” 

Mr Frost said a second petition 
has also been handed in against a 
planning application to replace 
garages with three terrace houses 
in adjacent Highridge Close. 

He said the plans would damage 
trees at the entrance to the bridle¬ 
way, affect the character of neigh¬ 
bouring homes and create a 
parking problem.

Londoners pay four times national average 


London homeowners looking 
to upsize their homes can 
expect to pay nearly four 
times the national average in 
order to take the next step up 
the property ladder, 
according to new research by 
Barclays. 

With half (50 per cent) of 
British homeowners planning 
to move house within the next 
five years, and almost two- 
thirds (58 per cent) setting 
their sights on a bigger home, 
they’re most certainly going 
to have to dig deep to fulfil 
their dreams.

Barclays’ analysis of 50,000 
mortgage applications found 
that London homeowners 
looking to move from a one to 
a two bedroom property can 
expect to pay an average of 
£91,000 for the extra room, 
compared to a national 
average of £26,000. Those 
Londoners looking to take the 
next step up the property 
ladder can expect to pay, on 
average £154,000 for that third 
bedroom. 


This price difference 
increases again with a move 
from three to four bedrooms, 
with homeowners incurring 
an average price hike of 
£259,652 across London. 

The new figures also lay 
bare how London 
homeowners fare compared 
to the rest of the country. In 
contrast to the £91,000 
homeowners face to step up to 
a two bedroom house, those 
living in the north east can 
expect to face an approximate 
£10,000 price increase to move 
from a one to two bed home.

However these price 
increases may come as a 
shock to homeowners as 
Barclays’ research reveals 
there are misconceptions 
about how much homeowners 
think this next step on the 
ladder is likely to cost, with 
homeowners pricing a move 
from a three bedroom to a 
four bedroom house at just 
under £100,000. 

With Barclays data showing 
the actual figure could be 30 
per cent higher than 
that, homeowners 
are being urged to 
think ahead in order 
to be able to upsize. 
The desire to help 
children onto the 
property ladder 
remains very 
strong, with more 
than a third of 
parents (38 per 
cent), planning to 
help their children. 
But family support 
is transcending the 



traditional parent/child 

dynamic, with homeowners 
citing grandparents (10 per 
cent) aunts and uncles (9 per 
cent) and even children (6 per 
cent) as potential sources of 
support. 

In addition, the British 
property market is being 
driven by the needs of 
families: of the parents polled 
by Barclays, 77 per cent said 
they felt it essential that 


children have their own 
bedroom. 

Perhaps unsurprisingly the 
top priority for homeowners 
is to own a house in a good 
area, chosen by 23 per cent of 
people, with living in the 
catchment area for good 
schools (12 per cent) coming 
second, demonstrating again 
the impact the needs of family 
life are having on the British 
property market.
